DIES OF THIRST ON DESERT 


Californian Succumbs Within Half 
Mile of a Spring. 

| SAN BERNARDINO, Cal, July 22 
(AP).—His car disabled, William 
L. Hyatt, 62 years old, died of heat 
and thirst after wandering aimless- 
ly in the desert to within a half- 
mile of a gushing spring. 

A mine employe, he traveled 
more than 10 miles afoot. The last 
two miles he became delirious and 
attempted to pull up greasewood 
‘and dig holes in the sand. Two 
‘miners discovered his abandoned 
‘ear, followed the trail and found

That’s the summation of a man 
who knows—the bat boy for the 
four-time pennant winning 
Browns of 1885-6-7-8—Lou Schie- 
ler, retired, for years an engraver 
for the Post-Dispatch and Globe- 
Democrat. Schieler was present 
at the Centennial celebration to- 
day at Sportsman’s Park, where 
memories of the earyl days of our 
national game were revived in 
a baseball pageant. 

“Chris was sometimes a handi- 
cap rather than a help to the 
club,” the 70-year-old former bat 
boy commented as this writer 
lured him on to talk.

George 
Munson, publicity man, was his 
official apologizer. He had to 
go around after Chris, salving 
wounded feelings. 

“If harmony were necessary to 
a winning team those old-time 
Browns would never have got to 
base—that is harmony between 
the owner and the team. There 
always was friction. Comiskey 
really despised Von der Ahe but 
handied him diplomatically for 
years.

“VON DER AHE’S stubborn- 
ness really cost the club a fifth 
pennant. That was in 1889. The 
American Association at its peak 
listed the following cities: St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, 
Cleveland, Boston, Brooklyn, Bal- 
timore and Philadelphia (Ath- 
letics). 

“In 1889 Von der Ahe refused 
to listen to Comiskey’s advice 
and sold to the Brooklyn club 
three great players—Dave Foutz, 
a really fine pitcher; Bob Caru- 
thers, another good one; and Doc 
Bushong, ace catcher. At the 
same time he let go to the Ath- 
letics, Gleason and Curt Welsh. 

“That was enough to wreck 
the club.
